guilty of palpablo doroliction of duty 
did it make such an omisaion. So 
much has already appeared in thoao 
colamns anent the present disgraceful 
and perniciona ayatem of dealing with 
i oriminala that it will scarcely bo no- 
cessary to enlarge upon tho subjoot in 
the present arliclo. Upon Hevorui 
grounda we conceive the existing con- 
ditioD to be wholly uajaatifiable. As 
the common rec'eptaolo' bt"iihurderor8, 
conviciB, robbers, ihioves, . Indian 
whisky aellers, drunkards, vngn< 
bonds, rogues, dobtora and insane 
porsonH, our cuuimon prisona are no» 
toriously unadupted. When wo consi- 
-der the impossibility of classification or 
"of proper ireotment, either physically, 
moruUy or religiously, when tho chain- 
"gang branch of tho system is borne 
in mind, surely no one will suggoal 
that a coDiiaoanee of the present 
condition of these affairs is tolerable. 
•All hopo abandon, ye who on tor 
hore,' was the inscription over Dante's 
gate'ofHoll. In view of the whole 
ireaimcnv ot tUoao yhn, pit.her from tl>n 
f isiiatiou of God , adversity, accident, 
.'or the volition of their own depraved 
'"VllIp'* havo occasion, in the interest of 
general wellbeintr, to occupy a ' prison 
tome,' might not that inscription fitting- 
ly be displayed over the fatal en» 
trancea of our common gaols? In 
respect ot the youthful convicts who, 
possibly for tho first offence, to chain- 
gang doomed, enters these gates have 
not the terrible, dospalr-iuspiriDg words 
of Dante a peculiar moral fitBe,|8 ? To 
the iusane p-araon, caged in^a noisome, 
dink cell, witUtmi>rslerW8,:thiex.e^ and 
robbers for aasooiatea, and wholly deatf-' 
tute of that treatment and those sur-. 
poundings favorable to tho return of tru- 
ant reason, would not iho ioflcripiioa bo 
iingularly applicablo in a mental sense ? 
A penitentiary would appear, therefore, 
to be neoCBBary aa a meaoa of ailording 
proper aooommodation, treatment and 
discipline to a by nn means small class 
criminala. With the removal to a 
penitentiary of those who would form 
lltting subjects for that institution, our 
commim prisons would be capablo of 
inch arrangements as would admit of 
the proper classiflcatioa and treatment 
of criminals as would naturally belong to 
that department, and might, possibly, 
admit of temporary provision beiB^ made 
^ for the better treatment of lunatics, 
liDtil such a time aa a aeparaie institu- 
tion shall have been created for that 
class of Bubjecta. But a penitentiary 
is also highly desirable as a moans of 
employing convicts. Tho pernicious 
character of tho present chaingang sys- 
-lem of convioi labor hai frequently 
' l>een pointed out. Docs it require 
pointing out? Surely no observant 
person in the enjoyment of a healthy 
moral tone of mind can full to seo that 
the inflQeniM!.of;th^,»y8tem of marching 
chained cbtivictB through the public 
thoroughfares ia a most pernicious, 
damning one, both as regards those who 
wear the chains and those who hear 
their elaoking. Ttio cslabliahiiienVof a 
penitentiary would render all BUch 
♦relics ot batbariam' nnneocssary, Oo- 
oopation, at once suited to the convict, 
and remunerotive to the colony, would 
be provided >vithin tho ample walls of 
the institution, and tho inmates would 
btcomo the subjects ot a ayslein of hoalth- 
lul,-vnd salutory discipline, and of moral 
and rttigioua training calculated to elevate 
and rcnrHj, instead of degrading and 
hardening jn crime, as at present. 
However kctr,iy t,bo want of sucli an in- 
stitution may bavo been felt in tho 
paat, tbo fact cou^ bo ^vell ignored 
that to establish, >^„ip^ and maintain in 
a state of thorough e?,(,igficy a peniten- 
tiary commensurate v.^j^ i\^q proHcnt 
and prospective exigcnciv., qC tjjo col-i 
ony must involve an amoun.of pj-pcdj. 
tore somewhat disproportiona^ pre- 
|ent (iiiancii)l meanw. This dillu,],^ 
Onoo disappears under (Jonfeilera „„ . 
and it will, therefore, hecomo tho du^, 
of those upon whom tiie ro-pnnsihilit> 
of adjusting the bases of union fulls to 
make fitting provision lor tho oarlj' cs- 
tablishment of a Provincial Penitentiary 
for British Columbia.
